. Two Nights ago the Count de Preyfing, a Major 
General, with 2 Poft Mafters and 6 Poit Boys, found- 
ing the Horn before him, arrived here with the 
agreeable News, that tie Turks having on the qth 
Inft. attacked Part of the Imperial Army on the other 
Site of Meadia, were repulfed with confiderable 
Loft. The following are the Particulars of ‘the 
Aétion. : J 

On the 2gth of June, aft'r Advice came gf the 
raifing of the Sieg of Orfova, ‘cwas thought fit to let 
the Troops have fome Reft, and for that end thty 
went to encamp at an advantayious Place on this Side 
Meadia, where the Army refted all that Day and the 
next. 

On the 2d Inftant came Advice, that the Turks 
who had raifed the Siege of Oriova and retir’d to 
Slacowe,’ had received a Reinforcement there of 
20,000 Men from the Grand Vizier, who we heard at 
the fame time was to come and head them in Perion. 
Hereupon it was refolved toreturn tothe ‘ amp on 
this Side of Meadia; the rather, becaufe we were 
inform’d that there was no Forage to be had in tie 
Neighbourhood of Orfova, and that by Confequence 
the Horfe could not be browg:t thither. In pur- 
fuance of this Refolution, the Army march'd again 
on the qth, at 3 -o°Glock in the Afternoon, after 
having fent away the heavy Baggage the Day before. 
The Count de Preyfing, Major General, was left in 
the Rear Guard with the Regiments of K hevenhuller 
and Hohenzolrerr. The Vele Marfhal Count Phi- 
lippi, pofted himfelf at fome Diftance from thence 
with the Regiments of Dragoons of Philippi, Savoy, 
and Lichtenftcin, and John Palfi’s Regiment of Cul- 

Miers, in order to cover the March of the Foot, 
which had very difficult Defiles to get through. In 
the Way to Meadia, the Great Duke vifitea the two 
Forts of that Poft, and.put-a-Caprain with 100 Mcn 
in the leaft Fort, and Colonel Bernklau with 659 
in the biggeft.. At length rhe Army being arrived in 
their old Camp, they no fooner began to fet up their 
Tents, but the Count de Prevfing ſent Word, that 
the Enemy appeared in great Numbers, and made as 
if they were coming to attack us. Upon this Advice, 
the Velt Marfhal Philippi made a Motion with his 
4 Regiments of Horfe to draw nearer te che Army, 
aod put his Men in order of Battle a Mile from the 
great Fort. The Major General Preyfing, retir’d 
at the fawe time in good Order, and came and join'd 
the Velt Marthal. 

* Mean time the Turks, who advanced with Speed, 
attacked the Jitile Fort of Meadia with fo much Fury, 
that after fome Refiftance they took ir, and cur the 
Garifon in Pi-ces; but they were drove out of the 
Fort again by the Colonel of the Regiment of Francis 
of Lorain, who haften’d thither with 6 Compa: ies of 
Grenadiers. Ihe Infidels tried three Times to re- 
take it, and for that end made furprizing Efforts, 
having thrown themfelves headlong into the Ditches, 
and climbing upon one anether’s Shoulders to come

were immediately put into Confufion, retir’d foon 
after with great Precipitacion, and were purſued into 
the Defiles, where many of them were killed. 

According to the Reporte of the Prifoners, the 
Turks were in Number from go to qo,006; and were 
commanded by three Bafhaws wich three Tails, and’ 
the Seraskicrs of Widdin and Niffa’ The Grand 
Vizier’s Kiaja was alfo with them. ‘The Lofs of ‘the 
Imperialilts amounts to near t200 Men kill’d ahd 
wounded ; bur that of rhe Turks is much mbre ‘con- 
fiderable, fince above 3000 were fount dead before 
the Fort of Meadia, and iw rhe Fields aft-r they were 
routed. We have taken 33 Colours, a Jani‘ury’s 
Drum, 2 Pair of Kettle Drums, &c. and a véry con- 
fid-rable Booty. ; 

The Count de Sonnau, Captain of Grenadiers, and 
Major Grumbkow,-are among the Dead ; as are aifv 
the Captain aud Lieutenant of the Dragoons im the 
Regiment of Savoy ; together with almoft all. the 
Grenadiers of the faid Company. The Count Charles 
Palh, Major General, M. Przofiski, and the Count 
de-Lamperg, Colonels, and the Count dz Solar, 4 
Licutenant Colonel, were wounded, together with 
feveral Captains, &c. 

The News of: this A€tion has revived the Pre- 
judies of the meaner Sort of People agaiaſt the Vele 
Marthal de Seckendorff, becaule the I[mp-rial Army 
did not a& with the fime Vigour lat Year g tor jutt 
after the Count de Prevfing’s Arrival, the Populice 
came in great Numbers before the Houfe where the 
Count de Seckendorff has lodped fince his Arreft, 
and befides reviling him with the bafeft I a: guape, 
threw Stones at his Windows ; tipon which the Court, 
to fave him from the Fury of an incens’d Rubble, 
caufed his Guard to be doubled ; which however 
could not difperfe the Mob without Firing ; but as 
there was Caufe to apprehend chat they would rife 
again next Day, the Court thought fi, for the 
Count’s Safety, to remove him to Gratz in Styria, 
whither his Countefs ana Domeflicks are immediately 
to follow him.
